Paris—The Belgian government In 


Us reply to the last British reparations 
note stands with France on the princi- 
pal points of contention, maintaining 
that the legality of the Ruhr occupa- 
tion has been established by the prev- 
ious action of the allies, including 
Great Britain, and that evacuation of 
the Ruhr valley is impossible on sim- 
ple promises from Germany. 


The reply given out at the Belgian 


embassy here Tuesday morning, dwells 
particularly upon the Justice of Bel- 
gium's claim to priority in reparation 
payments. 
It points out that thus 


far Belgium has received only two mil- 
lion gold marks more than Great Bri- 
tain. 


SUGGESTS NEW METHODS 


Foreign Minister Jasper asserts that 


the whole problem of reparations and 


• the question of interallied debts are 


definitely bound together and he pro- 
poses a new method of procedure in 
the negotiations, suggesting conversa- 
tions among the allies "without revert- 
ing to the old system of conferences." 


M. Jaspar remarks that if a. reduc- 


tion in Germany's debt is necessary, 
the balance she is obliged to pay ought 
to apply to material damages only. 
This might be understood as meaning 
the elmination of pensions from the al- 
lied claims on Germany, thus reduc- 
ing the British share of an Infinitesim- 
al percentage. 


The Ruhr regime, the note says. Is 


what the Germans have required it 
' to be by their violence and resistance. 


It was intended to be an economic 
operation and a simple seizure of the 
pledges which the allies had a. right to 
take under the treaty of Versailles. 
If the military feature of the occupa- 
tion has been necessarily extended

pieces of change in his pocket. "When 
he was digging, his pick brought up a 
tin box. He dropped some of his 
coins into the box ajid called to other 
workmen, 'I've found a box of money.' 
Lee made it worse by not telling how 
much he found. "When asked he an- 
swered. 'Oh. about $100.000" and every 
one believed him."

The 3,000 men and 
women present, who were thrown in 
to a panic at the shooting, were qul 
eted by Foster and doorkeepers and 
he continued his address after order 
was restored. 


Foster attributed the attack to "ele- 


ments that are after me." but couid 
give police no clew to the identity of 
the men. 


The meeting had been called at the 


request of seven members of the unl' 
on who were expelled from the organ!'

It con- 
sists of a series of three painless hypodermic in- 
jections administered one a week. The very worst 
effect noted is a slight headache and general ma- 
Jaise for a day after the first injection in about one 
out of each five individuals immunized. , The im- 
munity thus acquired is effective over a period of 
at least three years. It is not absolute, but suf- 
ficient. It enables one to resist any dose of typhoid 
germs likely to be encountered, but unquestionably 
if one were exposed to enormous Infection—massive 
doses of typhoid germs over a period of many days 
the resistance would finally be overcome and a 
mild attack of fe~ver developed. But when typhoid 
infection does occur in an immunized person the 
attack is always mild. 


If the-drinking water at a camp is doubtful, the 


addition of pure chlorinated lime, "as much as you

most people'have a very hazy Idea as 
to what constitutes a shortage or sur- 
plus of houses. If the average man 
were asked what constitutes a normal 
housing supply his reply probably 
would be: "One residence or one apart- 
ment available for each family in the 
community." Such a. condition, how- 
ever, in reality would reflect a very 
serious shortage oC houses and make 
for abnormally high rentals, for the 
reason that there 'would be no surplus 
supply whatever, and no scope for the 
exercise of Individual choice or. prefer 
cnces as to one's living quarters. 


From the building owner's stand 


point a well balanced normal supply 
of housing for any community may be 
said to exist where there are, just 
enough apartments and dwellings ol 
the sizes, kinds and locations desired 
so that those offered for rent will com 
mand rentals sufficient to pay all prop 
er fixed and operating expenses, in- 
cluding depreciation, plus a profit or 
interest return on the entire Invest- 
ment commensurate with the hazarc 
of such investment. The minimum 
net Return under present condition 
would be 8 per cent in a developed, 
zoned and stabilized location.

From the renter's or tenant's stand- 


point a normal supply exists/when 
there is a sufficient number of apart- 
ments or dwellings to permit ^of a 
choice In regard To size, kind and'loca- 
tion, at-a price no greater than will 
return to tho owner a sum sufficient 
to maintain the integrity of his invest 
ment and pay a reasonable profit or 
interest on the investment. 


Having in mind the greatest good 


for the greatest number, and keeping 
in mind also the future growth of a 
community, rentals should be based 
not on 100 per cent occupancy, but 
about 90 per cent. In other words, a 
surplus of about 10 per cent of each 
kind, size and price of apartments and 
dwellings should be maintained to cre- 
ate a, reasonable balance or satisfac-

"The American legion is forbidden 


by its constitution to take part in pol- 
itics," the speaker continued.

If any ofilcial from the smallest mayor' 
to even the president, stands In the 
way of the organization In its attempt 
to.secure justice, the legion will not 
|- hesitate to "call" the man and lay 


the case before tho public. After much 
pressure was brought to bear, our 
congress appropriated more than $1.- 
00<*,000 for tho construction of hosplt 
als for injured war veterans and only 
one man stood in the way.
